There is a provision in the constitution 
which forbids the same Legislature, (at the 
game session,) “from proposing, (unless 
with consent of two-thirds.) any bill, ordi- 
nance. or resolution, intended to have the 
effect of law, which shall have been re- 
jected by either House.” Lut this does not 
extend to bills, ordinanece, or reselutions 
which have been passed or agreed to by 
either House. 

The whole question. then, is subject to 
the action of the Legislature, and the rule 
of “res adjudicata” does not apply. 

And such has been the uniforin action of 
legislative bodies. 

It has arisen in every case where a inmem- 
ber has been seated, and afterward, upon 
investigation, declared ineligible. In such 
cases Journals .show the member has 
been found qualified and sworn. Subse- 
quent investigatio? shows him ineligible. 
and he is removed. And yet I have never 
heard the first action claimed as res adjudi- 
cata, and plead asa bar to investigation 
and removal. 

These negro members at the first organ- 
ization were allowed to be sworn in.
